W ashington, 
June 
17.—For 
the 
fourth tim e in history a treaty for the 
annexation of the Hawaiian islands 
to the United Slates has been signed 
by the representatives of the two gov­ 
ernm ents. 
The one sealed W ednesday 
m orning it ai hed the senate at 5 o’clock 
in the afLrm ioi:, and after a short exe­ 
cutive sequin was referred to the com­ 
m ittee on foreign relations, where it 
may rem ain until the tariff bill is dis­ 
posed of. 
Tile message- of President 
Mcinley accompanying the treaty, and 
the treaty itself, were read to the sen­ 
ate. 
As soon as the reading of the 
docum ent 
was 
completed 
Senator 
Davis, chairm an of the com m ittee on 
foreign relations, moved that the mes­ 
sage and the treaty be made public. 
Senator Gray objected to a vote on the 
motion, and under the rules a single 
objection carried 
the 
m otion 
over. 
Senator Davis gave notice that at the 
next executive session he would press 
the motion for publication, as all the 
essential features and alm ost verbatim 
copy of the treaty had been published 
in the press of the country. 
, The message of the president 
w’as 
not a very long document. 
It dealt 
w ith historical facts concerning 
the 
island, and showed th at 
the 
United 
States and Hawaii yearly grow more 
closely bound to each other. This was 
not really annexation, he said, but a 
continuation of existing relations w ith 
closer bonds between people closely re­ 
lated by blood and kindred. 
The an­ 
nexation of the islands, said the presi­ 
dent, and m aking them a part of the 
United States was in accordance w ith 
th e established policy of this country. 
The president called attention to *he 
fact th at a legitim ate and existing gov­ 
ernm ent of Hawaii offered to annex the 
islands to the United States in 1851, 
but on account of w’hat was deemed 
best policy the annexation wras not ac­ 
cept by this country. 
He stated th a t 
th e United States virtually exercised 
a protectorate over the islands since 
the first American mission. 
The is­ 
lands had been largely settled by our 
own people, and our people were now 
interested in them. 
American inter­ 
ests predom inated and we had grow’n 
to consider them under our own pro­ 
tection. The present treaty was in the 
light of a consum m ation of w hat had 
practically been in existence for years. 
The treaty proved to be 
a simple 
docum ent of six articles based in its 
essential details upon th e treaty ne­ 
gotiated 
by 
John W. Foster during 
the adm inistration of President H arri­ 
son. The islands are ceded practically 
w ithout conditions, leaving the United 
States to pursue its own course with 
reference to their management. 
The islands are for the present to 
constitute a territory of 
the 
United 
States, their local laws rem aining in 
force until new ones are enacted. 
A 
commission of five persons, consisting 
of three Americans and two Hawaii­ 
ans, to be nom inated, by the president 
and confirmed by the senate is pro­ 
vided for the purpose of form ulating 
the mode of governm ent 
for 
the is­ 
lands.
